jase of tho San Jose hills, one and one-! 
h,alf miles southeast of Covina, the 
property of H. M. Houser, has been ac- 
quired this .week -by the owners of the 
Pasadena Military 'academy, Mr. and 
Mrs. J. H. Henry, f or" t^'e establishment 
of the California Preparatory school for 
boys. This important deal has been 
rumored for -several '-weeks and it was 
confirmed yesterday by Mr. and Mrs.

This is .one of the most .important 


transactions which has occurrod in Co- 
vina for many years, and will involve 
the expenditure of over a quarter of a 
million dollars. It is the purpose of Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry to move the Pasadena 
scHpol to this new location, and when 
this is done it will be known "as the 
California Preparatory school for boys. 
The military features of the present 
school will be eliminated. 


The site is in all respects one of the 


most beautiful in Southern California, 
being on a high mesa of the San Jose 
hills, facing the Sierra Madre mountain 
range to the north. 


Plans are already being prepared for 


the expenditure of a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars in buildings, which will in- 
clude an administration building, school 
building, dining hall, swimming pool 
and gymnasium, three or four dormitory 
units, and four or five faculty cottages.

The thinking public of this nation is becoming alarmed at

The man who complains of the 
lawlessness of the bank"'robber, of "the holdup criminal, or the 
crime of a cabinet officer, but himself under cover of darkness 
or some other hidden secret way purchases illicit liquor is like 
the one of whom he complains, a dangerous citizen, and when 
men lose respect for law they are too near anarchy to be known 
as desirable citizens. 
Some one has said: "A man who violates 


law is neither a democrat nor a republican—he is a criminal." 
Secretary Hughes has recently said: "Everyone is ready to 
sustain the law he likes; that is not in the proper sense respect 
for law and order. The test of respect for law is when the law 
is upheld even when it hurts." And Abraham Lincoln said: 
"Lot every man remember that he who violates the law tramps 
on the blood of the fathers and tears asunder the charter of his 
own and his children's liberty." 


"We do not doubt the stability of our government, and AVC

The major part 


of our people are thoroughly loyal and law-abiding, but we 
must hold on with a firm hand to our ideals that are American. 
This will call for a patriotism as brave as military courage.

are to be fought asainst selfishness, extravagance and licentious- 
ness. We need men not only to die, but to live for their country, 
willing to give time and talent for the public good. There is 
plenty of service we can render in private life. We must stand 
for the enforcement of good laws, the repeal of bad laws, and the 
enactment of needed new laws.

Sanitation District Formation 
Explained by County Engineer 
,

question of the formation of a sanita-.' wanted to take immediate action in, the 
tion district to include the territory of 
Glendera, Azusa, Baldwin Park, Covina, 
Pnente, West Covina and San Dimas, 
fo take care for all time to ao;ne of the 
sewago of this large territory was 
sprung upon the people of the valley 
this week, at a meeting of representa- 
tive men from all these interested 
points, held in the private diningroom 
of the Pnlaee of Sweets on Monday af- 
ternoon at 4 o'clock. 


This meeting was called following one 


of 
character which had been 


held oc the previous night at the of- 


building of an outfall sewer to the 
ocean. When we outlined this •program 
we felt that it would take fifteen or 
twenty years to connect up all the sys- 
tems in the west part of the county. 
But the facts are that three districts 
have actually voted their bonds to the 
extent of $9,000,000, and other terri- 
tories have come with the cry to bo in- 
cluded in this system. 


"We said we would stop at tlie San 


Gabriel river, and now I am here today 
to toll you gentlemen what is proposed 


hv«js of the chamber of commerce in El 
Uoi.io, when representatives of the ter- 
ritory of Pasadena, Monrovia, Duartc, 
Sc.n Gabriel, Alhambra, Monterey Park, 
Eomona Acres, and El Monto were pres- 
ent. 


The meeting in Covina was presided 


over by George H. Maxfield. chairman 
of the "board of trustees of this city. 
Mr. Maxfield, in his opening remarks, 
stated that the disposal of the sewage 
of the upper San Gabriel vnlley was one 
of the most important matters now be- 
fore the people and that the meeting 
had been called to ascertain -whether or 
not this section would be interested in 
becoming a part of the great metropoli- 
tan outfall sower system now contem- 
plated by all the territory -j2 this county 
lying west of the San Gabriel river out- 
side of the corporate limits of Los An- 
geles. Ho further stated that already 
five districts had been organized, three 
of them having vot'jd upon the question 
within the past month, and that it was 
very apparent to those acquainted with 
present conditions that unless that ter- 
ritory of the central San Gabriel valley 
lying cast of the river desired to wait 
for twenty-five years to solve this prob- 
lem that they must at once take steps 
to become a part of the great system 
proposed to carry the sewage to the 
ocean. As far as Covina was concerned, 
it had been working for the past ten 
years to evolve a practical system to 
solve this problem, and he felt that 
he .expressed the sentiment of the city 
when he said that steps should be tak- 
en to organize this sanitation district. 


He then introduced Mr. Warner, 


sanitation engineer for the county of 
Los Angeles, under whose supervision 
and direction the plans had been pre- 
pared for the sanitation districts al- 
ready organized. 


Mr. Warner, in his remarks, made it 


very plain that there was no desire 
on the part of the courtly or his office 
to force a district upon this territory 
against the wishes of the people. He 
said in part: 
"It is rather a surprise to us to know

or or not you want to bo included in 
this plan. There is no Gouht as to the 
need on the part of the cities ;_ 'd com- 
munities for a sewer disposal system, 
but whether or not we should go far 
enough to include the farm area, is a 
question. With a certain amount of 
proprietory interest, the owners of farm 
lands can rightfully say, 'We have no 
need of a sewer system.' On the- other 
hand, certain of thes.e ranch owners feel 
that if this territory is going to be de- 
veloped, it should be assured of the sew- 
age disposal off the land and provided a 
facility that will be necessary a little 
later on. 
. 


"This metropolitan sewer plant was 


begun about one and one-half years 
ago. I have had it in mind for six 
years, attempting to build in my de- 
partment to fit in with the plan, so that 
in twenty or twenty-five years those 
things built would 1H; iuto the future. 
District No. 1 was formed about one 
year ago. Other areas took up the 
same thing, and seeing what No. 1 had 
done, took immediate action and form- 
ed themselves into a district, and later 
voted to issue the bonds. These dis,- 
tricts carried bonds to the amount of 
$9,000,000,000, with sweeping majori- 
ties. So it seems apparent that instead 
of taking fifteen or twenty yeavs to 
work out this plan, you will require us 
to work it out much quicker. 


"We have taken up this .program in 


the cities of the San Gabriel valley west 
of the San Gabriel river. We felt that 
particularly Pasadena, South Pasadena, 
Alhambra, San Gabriel, Monterey Park 
should participate in this plan. As a 
matter of fact, El Monte was the first 
to get busy, and the other cities of Mon- 
rovia, Arcadia, Alhambra, Monterey 
Park and Puente seemed just as anxious 
to get in as the others. 


"As a result of the meeting held in 


El Monte on Friday night of last week, 
you people have taken an interest in 
the movement and it seems quite likely, 
from information received, about the 
.ojil£_innible,I-will haw will be trying 
to keep up with you folks. If the peo- 
ple of your district want it, we are go- 
ing to make every effort to put it 
through, and if the people are opposed 
to the project, we will do everything 
we can to stop it. 


"In the event of your district being 


formed, it will be governed by a board 
of directors, consisting of the presiding 
officers of the boards'of trustees of the 
cities interested. The board of super- 
visors will also name one of their mem- 
bers as a member of the governing 
board. Such is the provision of the act 
under which the districts are formed. 
It seems quite a fair way of governing 
such a thing. It does not give any area 
or population arbitrary powers. Pasa- 
dena has probably three times the pop- 
ulation of any other city, and yet would 
have only one vote in the affairs of the 
district in which it is located. 
^ 


'' That, in a nutshell, is the story of 


the sanitation district. It is up to the 
people to decide. As representative cit- 
izens, you could say,' Why yes, we want 
to go ahead with this thing,' but in the 
ultiroate analysis it would be the prop- 
erty owners or the voters who would 
say whether or not you should have the 
district. If the voters fail to vote a 
bond issue by a two-thirds majority, the 
thing could not be put over." 


The various representatives present 


were then called upon to express their 
opinions. Mr. L. Case, chaimian of the 
board of trustees of the city of Azusa, 
stated that no doubt his city would be 
a unit for the organization of the pro- 
posed district. 
Representatives from 


Puente appeared quite enthusiastic and 
said they would submit the plans before 
a mass meeting of their citizens early 
in the month. Baldwin Park, which had 
a large representation present, also ex- 
pressed themselves as in ±b.vnr of the 
project. The representatives from San 
Dimas expressed some doubt as to whe- 
ther or not that district would want to 
be included iii the proposed program. 


The representatives present at the 


meeting wore requested to return to 
their respeclive localities and to secure 
an expression of opinion from their 
various chambers of commerce and city 
boards of trustees as to the desirability 
to organize a district composed of the 
central portion of the San Gabriel val- 
ley and to report at a later meeting. 


Before adjournment, Mr. Maxfield and 


Mr. Charles Commins were elected per- 
manent chairman and secretary, respec- 
tively, of the organization. This for- 
ward step in permanently solving the 
sewage question is largely due to the 
interest and activity of these two men 
who have been striving for some time 
to solve the question without forcing 
sewage farms upon territories adjoining 
the cities. 


Following this meeting, a resolution 


was unanimously adopted by the trus- 
tees of the city of Covina praying for 
the formation of a sanitation district 
as provided under the act. In the event 
of the other cities in this neighborhood 
taking similar action, these petitions 
will be presented at an early date to 
the board of supervisors.

Santa Clara valley in California are plan- 
ning to do for the sake of the 116,000 
acres of prune trees. The unusual meth- 
od is proposed as -a means of keeping 
the natural water supply from running 
into San Fraiaiisco bay. The region nor- 
mally is provided with abundant artesian 
water from the mountains. ^For years it 
has percolated into the underlying gravel 
beds where it spread to the entire valley. 
But lately clay washed down with the 
freshets has formed a sort of blanket over 
which the water has passed without sink- 
ing into tlie lower strata. The ; 
wells," as they have been called, will 
penetrate this accumulation :of silt and 
.allow the streams to soak down to their 
natural reservoir of • gravel aud coarse 
sand. Advocates of this plan point out 
that it will save the cost of building large 
damn and other irrigation projects.

Renewing Worn Files 


Old files, whibh have become badly 


worn, .can be renewed by immersing them 
in a solution consisting of six parts of 
water and one part of nitric acid for about 
five minutes. The file is then rubbed a 
few times .over the edge 'of a block or 
table padded with about two or three 
thicknesses of cloth. This wipes the acid 
from the surface of the teeth but- does 
not remove it from the spaces between 
them. The file is laid down for. half an 
hour, which allows the acid to eat the 
grooves deeper; it is then-thoroughly 
washed.

much handier to hava the paint pot on 
the right side of the ladder, held by e. 
self-tightening hanger of the kind shown, 
in the drawing. It can readily be swung 
open and loosened so that it can be 
shifted up or down as deiired. Pushing 
or pulling the arm down only causes the 
hanger to grip the ladder more firmly. 


The arm is notched to receive the bail 
of the paint pot, and the weight of the 
pot keeps the hanger securely clamped 
to the ladder.
